Legal Opinion of GEORGE W. POUND 
General Counsel, Music Industries Chamber of Commerce 

The United States Copyright Law (Act of 1909) became effective July 1, 1909, and 
with minor amendments has continued in force ever since. It grants to any person 
complying with its provisions the exclusive right “to print, reprint, publish, copy 
and vend the copyrighted work.” 

It is becoming a growing custom for orchestra leaders, choir masters, school 
teachers, music teachers and others in like vocations to acquire one copy of copy- 
righted music and then copy the same many times, selling and otherwise vending 
these copies. This is a violation of each and every one of the rights of copyright, 
which are expressly reserved to the exclusive right and use of the owner of the copy- 
right of the musical composition, and is an infringement, and as such is punishable 
in the penalties provided by the Act.
